Tornado Hits Cowarts; 


Hurt; Elba 


Has Electrical Storm 


(DOTHAN EAGLE) 

A tornado struck in Cowarts 
shortly before noon Monday, de- 
molishing several houses, killing a 
little girl, injuring Mrs. B. R. For- 
rester, 45, seriously and less seri- 
ous injuries to a dozen others, All 
except two of those injured were 
reported to be white persons. 

_ The dead—Orie Mae Cochran, 
six, negro, 

The injured—Mrs. B. R. Forres- 
ter, Mrs. McCardle, Charlie Her- 
rington, R, J. Cochran, brother of 
the dead girl; Mrs. Mick Dicker- 
son, her daughter, and a daughter 
of Mrs. McCardle. 

Mrs. Forrester was rushed to a 
Dothan hospital in an ambulance, 
and it was also reported three oth- 
er persons were brought here for 
treatrient, Mrs. Forrester suffered 
a large gash on the head, a result 
of being hit by a timber, and she 
was also badly bruised, 

A call was received in Dothan 
soon after the tornado struck to 
send ambulances and physicians 
and five ambulances answered the 
call during a heavy downpour of 
rain. 

The Forrester home was com- 
pletely destroyed by the tornado, 
and scattered for a long distance. 
Mr. Forrester was likewise in the 
house at the time, but miraculous- 
ly escaped serious injuries. All the 
other buildings at the Forrester 
yesiidence were swept away also. : 

The twister struck in the path 
of two previous tornadoes. 

Mick Dickerson, his wife and 
smal! daughter were eating dinner 
when the tornado flattened their 
dwelling. Charlie Herrington, who 
lived in the seme section with 
Dickerson, was thrown out of a 
corridor of his home when he at- 
tempted to cross from one room to 
another, and landed out in the yard 
of his home. He was treated at 
his home for head and leg injuries. 

Mrs. McCardle, 80, also living 
north of Cowarts, was standing in 
the bedroom of her home with her 
daughter and granddaughter at the 
time the storm struck their home, 
carrying away the roof and sides 
of the dwelling, A cane chair was 
left sitting upright in the bedroom, 
Mrs. McCardle’s condition was so 
serious that physicians who treated 
her at the home of a neighbor said 
it would not be advisable to move 
her to a hospital because of her 
advanced age. 

The dead negro girl was Orie 
Mae Cochran, six, living in the 
northern edge of Cowarts. Her 
brother, R. J. Cochran, was also 
injured. Both of the two negroes 
were rushed to a hospital here. 

Relief work of ambulances and 
physicians was hampered because 
of a heavy downpour of rain which 
fell during the time the tornado 
passed and for several hours after. 
Sections for miles around Cowarts 
were searched by ambulance driv- 
ers who reported no more injured 
persons were to be found. 

J. T. Knowlés of Headland, one 
of the few persons who witnessed 
the tornado strike, said he was 
driving on the road from ‘Ashford 
to Dothan and the skies became 
so dark he had to turn on his 
lights to see how to drive. The 
tornado cloud was the usual fun- 
nel shape and was moving at a 
yapid rate of speed, coming out 
of the southeast and headed north- 
east in a straight line, uplifting 
roofs of houses and tearing up 
trees, Knowles related, It was 
about 11:30 o’clock when the 
storm struck where he was, accord- 
ing to Knowles. 

Jesse Forrester, operator of a 
dairy near Cowarts and the vicin- 
ity of the storm, reported the fun- 
nel shaped cloud was moving rap- 
idly and in the same direction as 
that told by Knowles. 

Tyees were uprooted, sheds de- 
stroyed and many smaller buildings 
on farms were picked up and ei- 
ther moved or mashed to pieces. 
Telephone lines were also heavily 
damaged, as Were crops in the 
area. Included in the list of hous- 
es damaged and destroyed was the 
home of Hardy Crawford, total 
loss; John Foster’s home, also a 
total loss, and heavy damage to 
Clayton Crawford’s home and a 
total loss to his garage. 

The house of W. D, Watford 
and his smokehouse were heavily 
damaged, the latter almost being 
blown away. 

Freaks of the storm were the 
lifting up of a garage and automo- 
bile and placing it down 50 yards 
away. An automobile owned by 
Clarence Mack, filling station pro- 
prietor, also picked up and carried 
across the highway. Neither of 
the machines was apparently dam- 
aged. 

Tt was reported here that chil- 
dren at the Cowarts school at the 
instruction of their teacher left 
the building and sought shelter in 
a nearby ditch, Such procedure 
was a regular drill to be used in 
case of a tornado, according to rel- 
atives of former school officials 


there, 

A tornado struck in Cowarts in 
1918, resulting in more than a 
dozen deaths and injuries to scores 
of others. The second tornado oc- 
curred in the spring of this year, 
injuring nine persons and result- 
ing in widespread property damage. 

The northeasterly path of the 
gale could easily be traced for 
more than three miles in the Cow- 
arts area. The storm swooped 
down without warning, although 
persons in the vicinity commented 
that the clouds looked especially 
dark and ominous shortly before 
the storm. Rainfall, which started 
falling earlier in the morning, in- 
creased following the sweep of the 
tornado. 

Residents of Cowarts, describing 
the roar of the intense wind, said 
they first thought it was a power- 
ful truck speeding down the street 
with the cut out open. 

No effects of the tornado were 
felt in Dothan. No more than or- 
dinary wind velocity was noticed 
here, although the rain was one 
of the heaviest of the season and 
was continuing late this (Monday) 
afternoon. 


Electrical, Rain And Wind 
Storms Visited This Section 


One of the most violent electric- 


‘al, rain and wind storms in years 


visited Elba and vicinity Monday. 
Rain began falling in torrents ear- 
ly in the forenoon and continued 
until after the noon hour, the pre- 
cipitation amounting to nearly 
three inches of rainfall The rain 
was accompanied by vivid light- 
ning. About 11 o’clock lightning 
struck a telephone cable in front 
of the house occupied by Mr, and 
Mrs. Clifford Cook and Mrs, Bus- 
bee, the bolt running into the 
house and setting fire to it near 
the roof, but the blaze was ex- 
tinguished before much damage 
was done. 

A number of people were more 
or less shocked by the bolt, Mr. 
James English receiving the most 
severe shock. He was sitting at 
his desk in his store and was 
knocked partially unconscious. 
However, he was not seriously in- 
jured. Most of the storerooms 
about: town were filled with what 
appeared to be a ball of fire and 
a number of light fuses were 
blown. 

The storm abated early in the 
afternoon, but about five o'clock 
in the evening an ominous looking 
cloud came up from the northwest, 
accompanied by heavy wind, which 
threatened much damage for 2 
short while. During this storm, 
light wires near the J. R. Patrick 
home became crossed in the trees 
and burned in two, making a vivid 
electrical display and plunging a 
considerable portion of the town 
in darkness. However, this storm 
was of short duration and the dam- 
age in this immediate section was 
comparatively light, but heavy 
damage is reported from various 
other sections throughout South 
Alabama, 

The electric current was turned 
off all’ over Elba about 7 o’clock 
and a crew of linemen had repair- 
ed the broken wires by 11 o’clock 
that night, and electric sercive was 
resumed as usual,

There are three parties who have 
full tickets for presidential elec- 
tors, these being the Democratic, 
Republican and Socialist. The 
Communist party, which, by the 
way, is a new one in this country, 
has two presidential electors nam- 
ed on the ballot. The ticket for 
this general election is easily voted 
in case one votes a straight party 
ticket. All that is necessary is to 
make a cross mark (X) in the cir- 
cle under your party emblem and 
you have voted for all candidates 
in that column. 

But in Alabama voters will have 
handed to them another ballot con- 
taining nine proposed constitution- 
al amendments. The Clipper does 
not feel disposed to offer advice 
as to how to vote on these propo- 
sitions. During the past few weeks 
voters have been well informed on 
the merits or demerits of two of 
the amendments, the bond issue 
proposal and the income tax pro- 
posal, We feel that most voters 
already have their minds made up 
on these measures. 

The Clipper has received quite 
a bit of publicity on Proposed 
Amendments No. 4, No. 8, and No. 
9, with the request that we pass 
it on to the people and ask them 
to vote for these propositions. We 
do not have yoom for all this pub- 
licity and perhaps wouldn’t pubh- 
lish it if we did have the room. 
Every voter in the county should 
look over each of the proposed 
amendments before marking his or 
her ballot on next Tuesday. Your 
judgment is perhaps just as good 
as your neighbor’s, and it is your 
privilege to vote the way your con- 
science dictates.

have too many velvet beans, and 
that their beans injured their corn 
crop. It is possible for your beans 
to injure your corn crop, but that 
all depends upon how and when’ 
you plant your beans, If you plant 
your corn later it is mighty easy 
to get too many beans, but if you 
plant your corn early, as you 
should, and then plant your beans 
40 or 50 days later, you will not 
injure your corn. But, if you did 
injure your corn one time with 
beans, it is no worse than missing 
a bean crop, Some of us have 
missed bean crops for many years 
and we do not complain about that. 
The truth about the matter is, we 
did not -make a good corn crop 
and this is true of the man who 
did not plant a bean, If you will 
find a field of corn where there 
are no beans at all you will find 
that the corn is just about as poor 
as yours. Then, you have your 
bean crop more than he has and 
after all you are the best off of 
the two. I’m afraid that some of 
us do not fully realize the many 
uses of velvet beans. I want to 
tell you that beans are good to 
have and we need a lot of them.

Warehouse Ruling 


Seth P, Storrs, State Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, has asked 
300 Alabama warehousemen to 
join with him in a protest against 
the ruling of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture requiring that all 
seed loan cotton be stored in fed- 
eral licensed public warehouses or 
with cooperative associations. 

Commissioner Storrs said “oreat 
injury is being done to the state 
bonded warehouse, which the fed- 
eral reserve bank of Atlanta rec- 
ognizes as second to none in the 
United States. The ruling should 
be amended to allow the cotton to 
be stored in any warehouse in Ala- 
bama.”” 

“[ have been doing everything 
possible to get the ruling amended 
but up to the present time have 
not been successful,” he wrote the 
warehousemen, “T have corres- 
ponded with all of our representa- 
tives in congress and both repre- 
sentatives and senators have been 
working on the matter.”

EVERY VOTER’S RESPONSI- 
BILITY 

Next Tuesday, for the fortieth 
time, the United States will elect 
a President. Thirty-one men have 
held this high offiee, nine having 
been twice elected. Only thirty 
two of the Presidential elections, 
however, have been decided by 
popular vote, in our present fash- 
ion, For that matter, there is no 
provision in the Constitution of 
the United States under which the 
people are either required or per- 
mitted to vote for Presidential 
electors, 

In the early days of the repub- 
lie the idea that everybody should 
have a vote for President never 
occurred to the gentlemen who con- 
dueted the Revolution and framed 
the Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution of the United 
States. Those things were left to 
the states, and ‘the Constitution 
reads that “each state shall ap- 
point, in such manner as its Leg- 
islature may direct,” the required 
number of Presidential electors. If 
any state Legislature wished to, it 
could pass a law repealing, the 
privilege of its citizens to vote for 
Presidential electors, and have 
them appointed by the Governor 
or chosen by the Legislature. 

Presidents Washington, Adams 
and Jefferson were all eleeted un- 
der the old provisions of the Con- 
stitution, changed in 1804, where- 
by the candidate who got the most 
votes was president, and the one 
who got the next highest number 
was vice-president, 

The present party convention 
system of nominating candidates 
and pledging Presidential electors 
to their support is only a little over 
a hundred years old. In that hun 
dred years state after state has 
constantly extended the privilege 
of voting for President until it 
has become such a commonplace, 
everyday affair that few, especially 
of the younger voters, realize that 
it is not an inherent Constitutional 
right, but distinctly a privilege, It 
is an honor conferred upon the 
ordinary man and woman—an hon-

fers to the high sehool girl, By 
home propect work we mean the 
secing of a piece of work at home 
which needs to be done, the plan 
ning of it, usnig both what has 
heen previously learned in Home 
Meonomics and new learning, and 
the carrying of it through to com- 
pletion. Doing at home what has 
been done at school is not enough, 
There must be application to new 
situations of the knowledge, and 
Abilities acquired, Girls may choose 
projects from any phase of Home 
Weonomies such as foods, personal 
and social relationships, clothing, 
home management, child care and 
training, health and home improve 
ment, 


Among the projects carried out 
in Coffee County the past year, 
there were twenty-five home im 
provement projects and as a result 


many homes were made more at 
tractive, more convenient, and 
more healthful. This is what one 


Coffee County girl says about her 
project work for the past year: 

“Since the home is the place of 
human habitation, and after study- 
ing more this year about the home 
and its functions, I realized more 
than ever before that it should be 
attractive, first to its members and 
then to its guests. Knowing this 
I started out to improve my home, 
In choosing my project I tried to 
do something that would benefit 
the family as a whole, First, T 
painted the front porch furniture, 
Then I took my mother’s room. I 
put an oak stain on the floor, enam- 
eled the beds and mantel cream, 
covered a wood box and dressing 
table stool with green figured ecre- 
tonne. Then for her room I made 
curtains, using material with rose 
and green figures on a cream back- 
ground, All of these harmonized 
nicely with the green walls, cream 
woodwork, and mahogany furni- 
turre. From miy mother’s room I 
went to my brothers’ ty improve. 
For it I made curtains and stained 
the floor, For my room I bought 
little criss-cross marquisette cur- 
tains and a rag rug to harmonize 
with the other furnishings. In the 
bathroom, I applied green enamel 
on a dressing’ table and bath room 
fixtures, made curtains for the hath 
room window, and added to the 
furnishings a medicine cabinet, T 
improved my kitchen last year but 
as the paint was about worn off 
the floor, | put another coat on it. 
As spring time approached I im- 
proved the sereened-in back porch, 
I painted the floor a pearl gray, 
put green oil cloth with a yellow 
figure on the serving table, from 
an old lounge I made a day bed 
by covering it with cretonne, hay- 
ing a black background with bril- 
liant figures. Using gourds, I made 
hanging baskets. The breakfast 
room table and chairs used on the 
porch are green, so it is now an 
attractive place to eat, as well as 
to rest, 

“T next began to improve the 
exterior of my home, At the cor- 
ners of the front porch English 
Junipers were planted and on ei- 
ther side of them Abelia and Ar- 
borvitas and other shrubs were al- 
so set out. Back of the lattice 
fence, I planted blooming flowers. 
Under the kitchen window a flower 
box was placed. I painted it and 
in it I planted Petunias. The total 
cost of improving my home was 
about ten dollars. 

“After studying Family Rela- 
tions in Home Economies class, I 
realized that beauty alone does not 
make a happy home, so our family 
decided to have a ‘Family Night,’ 
which ig on Wednesday night, On 
this night the family assembles, 
gives programs, plays games and 
has simple refreshments, This 
brings the family closer together 
and helps each to understand and 
know each other better. 


“After studying fvuods, meal 
planning, and tabel service, I took 
a Foods Project. This was a great 
help to my mother and I enjoyed 
doing it. The time spent on my 
project I consider is time well 
spent, and although I did not do 
all I planned to do, I am proud 
of the things I have done.”

Amendment Number 8, authoriz- 
ing Alabama counties and cities to 
borrow funds for direct rcliet trom 
the R. F, C, is one which every Ala- 
bama citizen should vote tor on 
November 8th, regardiess of their 
attitude towards other constitu- 
tional amendments which will be 
submitted at the general election.

The amount 
which each municipality and 
each county can borrow or as- 
sumed trom the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation igs in addi- 
tion to any other indebtedness 
now authorized by law, and any 
provision of the Constitution or 
of the Statutes with reference 
to limiting the amount which 
any county or any municipality 
can borrow shall mean an 
amount in addition to any 
amount borrowed from the Re- 
construction Finance Corpora 
tion, Wach municipality ond 
each county in tho State ‘s 
authorized to appropriate funds 
fer furnishing relief and work

require adequate and proper feed 
ing each day of the year, and they 
need especial attention in the fall 
because of cold weather and also 
because egy prices are higher. On 
feeding in fall and winter, Prof, 
G. A. Trollope, head of the poul- 
try department at Auburn, said 
that “the laying flock requires a 
daily feeding of serateh grain 
which may consist of whole or 
cracked corn, or may inelude pro- 
portions of wheat or oats. How- 
ever, oats are fed to better advan- 
tage when incorporated in the 
mash, 

“Sometimes the physical condi- 
tion or maturity of the flock may 
warrant feeding ‘atch = grain 
twice daily. This is especially 
true of early-hatched pullets that 
have been in production some time 
and have a tendency to become 
light in weight after a few weeks’

production, Heavy feeding of 
scratch grain will keep them in 


better physical condition and may 
prevent the unnatural pullet molt. 

“A good palatable dry mash 
should be kept before laying hens 
continuously, If the flock is not 
producing satisfactorily a daily 
feeding of moist laying mash will 
stimulate ege production. The 
regular dry mash ration may be 


mixed with water or milk to a 
crumbly, moist consistency. Feed 
in separate throughs to avoid 


waste,” 

Prof. Trollope then emphasized 
the importance of green feed. 
Rape, oats, Austrian peas, rye, and 
wheat planted in the fall provid: 
green feed during the winter and 
early spring. Hach of these does 
better planted in the early fall, but 
plantings made in early Noy ember 
should help the poultryman who 
has not provided his supply of 
ereen feed, Italian rye grass is

By a popular and electoral plu- 
rality that may establish a new 
high record, they have elevated 
Franklin D. Roosevelt to the Pres- 
idency. The Republican reverse, 
one of the greatest in this genera- 
tion for any party, apparently has 
put both senate and house into the 
hands of the Democrats by wide 
majorities, 

President Hoover, watching the 
mounting returns turning with in- 
creased favor to his opponent in 
11 states, sent Gov. Roosevelt, 
shortly before midnight, Elba time, 
this telegram: 

“T congratulate you on the op- 
portunity that hus come to you to 
be of service to the country.” 

The President-elect shortly be- 
fore had told workers in the New 
York party headquarters: 

“JT hope all of us will do what 
We can to restore this country to 
prosperity.” 


The Roosevelt sweep, sending 
him to the White House ag the 
third Democrat to sit there since 


the War Between the States, car- 
ried to victory many a minor can- 
didate for State and congressional 
office and rocked some of the prin- 
cipal Republican strongholds in the 
country, 

The Roosevelt-Garner ticket was 
acclaimed on a platform advocat- 
ing repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and immediate modification 
of the Volstead law to legalize the 
manufacture of beer and wine. 
How completely or how soon this 
program tight be put into effect, 
if at all, hung, however, on the 
congressional and senatorial elec- 
tions. 

The returns showed a large num- 
ber of candidates whom wet or dry 
organizations had classified as for 
repeal or revision had been elected 
to the new House, which meets 13 
months hence. Five of seven sen- 
ators who had been definitely elect- 
ed are recorded for repeal. 

From the outset of the vote tab- 
ulating, all indicators pointed tow- 
ard Roosevelt’s election. And when}

47 electoral votes, was listed in| 
the Democratic column, Republic- 
an hopes were shaken. 

The South, successfully invaded | 
by Hoover in 1928, was once more 
solidly Democratic. In addition, |

When the President conceded

The county also gave heavy ma- 
jorities for the Income Tax and 
Bond Tssue. The vote on these 
measures is being tabulated for 
twenty-five boxes out of the thir- 
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ty. Figures for the other boxes 
could not be secured, ‘The unotfi- 
cial returns give the Income Tax 
amendment a total of 2,018 votes, 
to 390 against the meusure, ‘The 
Bond Issue received a total of 
1,094, while there were 471 votes 
against the bonds. On the other 
amendments we could not get a 
tabulation, however, from what re- 
turns were received it seems that 
perhaps all amendments have been 
carried in the county. 

Both the Income ‘lax and Bond 
Issue amendments as well as ali 
other proposed amendments have 
been defeated throughout the State 
according to early returns from 
the various counties. In a tele- 
phone communication with news- 
papers in Montgomery and Bir- 
mingham Wednesday morning just 
before noon it was learned that the 
tax and bond measures were al- 
most certain to be beaten by large 
majorities and that perhaps only 
one of the nine proposed amend- 
ments would receive a favorable 
vote.
